When
they look w the west they ses what hns
gone out ot the population of the old
home, and they nre puasing to consider
with nnxious interest what has como in
to tuke its place,  The current numbor
of tho New Englaad Maguzine contains a
symposium, to which four prominent
mon contribute, on the subject of **T'he
Future of New England,”

Ex-Governor John 1) Long  writes
hopefuily of the prospect,  He olewely
sces the changes that tho lnst forty yours
have wronght,  He admits that the hill-
stde form hns been  desorted, and that
the old families of New England  hinve
largely gone forth to boeomw the seed
of New Englands inthe west. He also
notes the staetling growth of the lnvgor
clities and corresponding loss of the coun-
try and villages.  **But this is not finnl-
ity,” ho snys. "It is simply teonsition
It has boen the result, not of depression,
but of the prosperity of our country  for
the lust thirty yeurs,” He predicts that
there will be o reaction, and that the
tide will flow back again to re-psople
the country districts nnd vovive the In-
terosting town Hife of the old days.

Goorge B, Loomis, a residont of old
Salom and now our minister to Portu-
gil, reviews the changes of the last half
coutury, and then compares the Now
Cnglnnd of the future to certain ancient
and  populous  localitios  in Freance;
o soction lylog betweon Paris and Bor-
deaux, marked by continuous cultiva-
tion, gardens and vineyards, theiving
towns, grant regal estates, oll radiant
with hListorie interest, whore man hns
toiled for centurles,”

Rov. Georga A, Jnekson puts the gist
of his idens into the first fow sentences
of his essuy, ns follows: *Will the
country towns of Now England again
beeome productive? is oftén asked, Pro-
ductive of what? TLarge crops to com-
pite with the woest?  No,
Of New linglond’s old-timo and most
precious  cropemen? Yoes" Mr Jaek-
son sugerests nosvstomatic ¢ifort on tho
part of New England’s leading people to
revive interest in countey life and en-
denvor to turn back the appalling rush
to the great cities,  IHa bolioves the ay-
arngoe mun who leaves the farm o seck
his fortune in the elty makes ncostly
mistake,

A diseussion of the future of New FErg-
land has o lively interest for the thou-
sunds of men  and  women seattered
throughout the west, who look huck to
tho dear  little states for their ancestral
roof-tree, A westorn man wos rocently
hoard to remark: **I thank God that 1
was bhorn in New Eongland, and 1 thank
God that I hnd sense enough to leave
it There s o mensure of truth in the
rough remuark, New England isn good
pliaca o come from, with its proud his-
tory and its ale of ceminent
hility, but the opportunitics now open
Viere to cnergetie’ and  ambitions men
do not compare, as o whole, to those of-
fered in o now countey with superior
nntural resources, Hae is o fortannte
man who can be prond both of his birth-
pluee and of the home  he  has madoe for
himself in nnother land.

Now Englond will nover lose its rich
higtorienl interest, but  before many
yours 1t will find Itsell in Hvoly competi-
tion with the west for its peenline dis.
tinetlon in the matter of education und
mnnufneturing.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT,

It is questionable whether any bill
providing for internatlonal copyright
will be passed by the present congress,
More thaon o mouath ago houge
pussed whoat is known ns the Sinonds
bill, but it hns not heen very favorably
rogeived in the sonnte.  This mensura is
similar in effect to those of other coun-
tries upon the swme subject, excopt It
provides that no book ean ba copy-
righted hore by victue of it unless suid
book shall be printed from type sét or
plates made from Lype so sot in the
Unlted States. It permits forelgners to
take out copyright Liere fipon thess con-
dittons, namely: When such foreigner s
acitizen of aforeignstate or nation which
permits to citizens of the United States
the benefits of copyright on substan-
tlally the same basis as Its own citizans,
or when such foreign nation or state per-
mits Lo citizens of the Unlted States
copyright privileges substantially simi-
lar Lo those provided for by theaot, or
when such forelgn state or nation is a
party to an Internationnl ngrooment
which provides for reciprocity In the
grant of copyright, by the terms of
which the United Stules may at [ts
pleasure bocome o party to such agree-
ment. It was largely the induence of
American printers that secured the
passage of this bill in the house, who
held that they uno less than Amerloan
nuthors deserve protection.

Since this bll passed it appears to
bave been more carefully studied by cor-

that a portion ofthem ronched the opin-
fon that it is in tha interest of the publish-
ers at Lhe expegha of the nuthors, The
outcome of thfvisw was the introdue:
tion of a bill ig o sennte to provide for
the compensation of foreign nuthors for
the use of -'np'\-'ri"hlin the Unlted States,
In effect It
monufieturers'of foreign bonks, maps,
ete., shall give eertain bond for the
fnithful performance of the requirements
placed upon them by the bill, and also
e wit with cortuln HIH‘l'i““lI olficials ten
per cent of the petndl prico of such
publieations, the momnev so deposited
to bo paid as royalty to the authors
thereof, Theve is g wide difference (n
the plans, and determined lnsistence
upon either by its advocates may he
fatnl to loglsiation on this subjoct by the
present congrress, which eannot afford to
glve much timoe to the diseussion of in-
ternational copyright.

There are sovernl points of view from
which to considor this quostion, and it is
to be remintked that while there 1s an
nbounding solicitude respocting the in-
terests of authors and of puablishers,
there is fur less conesrn shown  regnwed-
ing the probnble affect of the p"n[h)m_'ll
logislntion  upon  the intercsts  of
Amoerican roulors It is  ontively
proper 1o that justice shall
b dote to foreign authors,  por-
tlenlarly i at the samo thme American
ntithors encourngemeant and
stitmulus to highor offort.  13ut if ns the
vrlea ol this antlioss or publishors, or
the two intorests in combinntion, are to
be enabled to exact such teibite a8 thuy
pleavse from: the vending publie of the
United  States, the pringiplo of the
greatest good o the grontest num bar
should determine our poliey,. There is
reasonabile geound for belioving that
any plun of  internationnl  copyright
would have the effect W enhanes the
price of books, This might mean an
enormous  incrense in the aggregate
nnnoul  outly for private and  publie
Hbrarios, or the unfortanate altornative
af buying fowoer boonks, If & way can bo
foumd Lo do jiistice at the same time to
foreign  dulhors and to the huyoers of
hivaks that way should be ndopted, but
It will hardly be denied that such n way
has not yeb bewn sugrastod,

At nbout this thme every yonr faels are
mublished showing the merits and ad-
viLntiages of prail sharving, The latest
pieee of intelligenco of this  kind comes
from a town in Missouri, whove o manu-
fucturing company hns been enrreying on
this potiey for five yoars, The business
i mataged by a board of divectors.
Regrolar wonges nnd salarvies are puid to
ull, and wages nre rated ns capital and
allowed 6 par cent, The neb profits of
the yoar are ascertained and o tenth st
nsideas asueplis fund.  Anotlior tenth

goes to the providemt fund, which
is for all, and the remainder is
divided pro rata nmong tho

ollicers and opeeators, or according (o
their several investments,  This divi-
dend is thon converted into stock, which
receivos s dividend exnctly as the cap-
ial of the oviginal proprietors.  The
veport of the company shows that in ive
yenrs 48 por cont hay boen pald in divi-
dends on wages.  Such oporatives ns
chooso to tako their dividends in stock
have recelved in average of 38 per cont
in dividends and  interest, with com-
pound dividends on the first threo yonrs.
The working day has beon shortened
one hour, with full pay, nnd the presi-
dontof the company hins never hnd any
diieulty with employes.  The best
wigos are padd and the best men em-
ployod that ean bo had, who ean belong
to unions or not, a8 they please,  The
plan has thus far been o complete suce-
cess, and there is no repson to sSuppose
that it will not continue to be,

Profit sharing nas not made  marked
progress in this country, but a number
of instances of the suceess of the experi-
ment could be cited, It has not boen
suocessful in every cuse of trial, bt
fuilures have been duo to faults in the
plan adopted rather than to any inhep-
ent  defect in the pripciple. The his.
tory of profit sharing in France, whore
itariginated and has had  the largest
development, is one of uniform success,
S0 far as we are nware, the snme is true
of exporiments with the plan in Eng-
Innd,  In the opinion of those whio Ly
given it mosy careful study, it offers tho
most feasible and cortain solution of the
lubor problem,  Tts advantages are ol
vious, Lt sthmulntes men to the employ-
mont ol thelr hast offorts and to the
practice of economy both o8 to time
nid matevinls, It alovates the standawl
of workmuriship by avery
worker fecl that he has a dircot intorest
in building up the charactor of the os-
tublishment and  thereby incroasing its
business. It croutes in employes nsenso
of responsibility and strengthous their al-
leginnee to employers.  1v hins uniformly
beon found a potent Influence in pre-
venting  discontent, combinntions to
strike belng almost fmpossible whero
this plan is in operation and tairly car-
vied out. It enililos employers to secure
tho best men and to retain them, which
menns & high standard of work always
maintained. Thers is a trustworthy
force constantly ot command, with no
controversics to disturb the Dusiness,
snd with every individunl doing his best
for the generul good,  Glven wise and
coreful munngament the profit-sharing
establishments ought to yield the bost
results on the éapital invested, and  the
record of those abroad shows thal as o
rule they do.

It is highly probable that within the
next tom years great progroess will be
made with this: plan in  the United
Stutes. Tt Is pahiing adherents, and
every now  evidence of its marits
strengthons its elaim to the considors-
tlon of manufacturers and others who
employ largely and whose business s of
a character that will admit of its appli-
cation, Ita unquestlonsble advantngos
would seem to certainly insure (s ex-
tensive adoption in this country.
